Dr.  Carlton  R  Byrd  is  the  Senior  Pastor  of  the  3,800-member  Berean  Seventh-day  Adventist  (SDA)  Church 
of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  the  largest  SDA  congregation  in  the  South  Atlantic  Conference. 

An  alumnus  of  Oakwood  University  (formerly  Oakwood  College)  he  graduated  from  Oakwood  with  dual 
degrees:  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  Theology  and  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Business  Manage- 
ment. He  is  also  a  graduate  of  Tennessee  State  University  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  where  he  earned  the 
Master  of  Business  Administration  degree;  and  a  graduate  of  Andrews  University  SDA  Theological  Seminary  in 
Berrien  Springs,  Michigan,  where  he  earned  both  the  Master  of  Divinity  and  the  Doctor  of  Ministry  degree 
with  an  emphasis  in  African  American  Religious  Studies. 

In  his  fifteen  years  of  pastoral  leadership,  his  preaching  and  teaching  talents  and  his  passion  for  bringing 
souls  to  the  Lord  have  resulted  in  the  baptism  of  over  2,200  persons.  He  has  a  contagious  and  diverse 
leadership  style  and  has  constructed  and  renovated  a  number  of  churches;  served  on  numerous  denomi- 
national and  community  boards;  and  has  served  as  a  guest  minister  on  the  Trinity  Broadcasting  Network 
(TBN).  Since  his  arrival  in  August  2006  as  the  Senior  Pastor  of  the  Adanta-Berean  church,  over  1,200 
persons  have  been  baptized  (with  more  than  400  individuals  baptized  in  2009  alone),  church  attendance 
has  doubled,  the  church  building  has  been  extensively  remodeled,  and  several  new  ministries  have  been 
organized  and  others  reenergized. 


Dr.  Byrd  is  recognized  for  his  inclusive  ministry,  going  outside  the  church 
"walls"  and  intentionally  reaching  out  to  diverse  communities.  He  has 
launched  a  television  ministry  that  currently  airs  weekly  on  two  Atlanta 
television  stations.  Under  his  leadership,  the  Atlanta  Berean  Church  was 
awarded  a  $5.2  million  grant  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  in  2009  to  construct  a  50-apartment  Senior 
Citizens  Housing  Facility;  the  church  worked  with  Habitat  for  Humanity  to 
build  a  home  for  a  deserving  Atlanta  family;  also  in  2009,  Berean  was  named 
theNorthAmerican  Division's  2009  "Innovative  Church  of  the  Year"  for  the 
SDA  Church. 


The  recipient  of  numerous  honors  and  achievements,  Dr.  Bryd  was  selected  by  the  North  American 
Division  of  the  SDA  Church  to  be  the  featured  speaker  for  its  NET  2009  Evangelistic  Series  that  was 
aired  on  the  HOPE  Channel  in  November  2009.  He  was  named  a  prized  resident  for  "Who's  Who  in 
Black  Adanta"  for  2009  and  2008;  he  was  selected  as  the  Oakwood  University  "2008  Alumnus  of  the 
Year",and  in  April  2008,  was  inducted  into  the  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Board  of  Preachers  at  Morehouse 
"College  in  Adanta,  Georgia.  In  2007,  shortly  after  coming  to  Berean,  he  received  the  coveted  "Chosen 
Pastor  Award"  for  Adanta's  Gospel  Choice  Awards  which  recognizes  outstanding  pastors  in  the  Metro- 
politan Adanta  area  for  their  exceptional  leadership  and  community  involvement.  This  was  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Gospel  Choice  Awards  that  a  Seventh-day  Adventist  pastor  was  ever  considered 
for  this  honor.

lame  of  the  organization  is  now  known  as  the  National  Black  Alcoholism  and  Addictions  Council,  Inc.,  still  referred  to 

3S  NBAC. 

Our  new  theme  is  "Looking  Back  and  Moving  Forward."  As  a  result  of  NBAC's  30  years  of  history,  we  are  wiser 
and  more  determined  than  ever  to  continue  to  make  a  major  impact  on  the  issues  we  face  as  a  nation,  but  more 
particularly  as  African  Americans,

Seemingly,  a  pattern 
was  initiated  to  appoint  the  teacher  of  Bible  at  the  College  as  pastor  of  the 
Church.  Later,  when  the  academic  departments  were  established,  the  head 
of  the  Bible  department  customarily  became  the  pastor. 


In  1932,  shortly  before  the  South  Central  Conference  was  organized.  Elder 
Calvin  E.  Kioseley  became  the  first  black  pastor  of  the  Church. 

Today  the  church  seats  approximately  2,000  worshipers  at  any  given 
Divi7\e  Service  on  Sabbath  Morning  and  is  a  beacon  of  light  to  Oakwood 
University  and  the  surrounding  community  as  well.

Curtis  W.  Burton  has  been  a  member  of  the  Seventh-day  Adventist  (SDA)  church  since  he  was  nine  years 
of  age.  Later  in  life,  he  helped  build  the  main  church  in  Kansas  City,  Kansas.  As  a  person  who  always  had 
the  best  interest  of  others  at  heart,  at  16  years  old,  he  worked  with  his  brother  in  the  furniture  factory  during 
the  summer  at  Union  College  so  his  brother  would  have  enough  credits  to  attend  college.

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The  cafeteria  and  Blake  Center  were  dedicated  in  1969.  However,  during  the  ensuing

includes  the  latest  in  audio/visual  additions,  facilitates  warmth  and  social  interaction.  Goodwin, 
Mills  and  Cawood,  Inc.,  prepared  the  architectural  design,  while  the  Ryzsc  Building  Group  oversaw 
the  actual  construction.  Both  of  these  firms,  along  with  all  suppporting  contractors  and  crafsmen, 
provided  quality  work  and  an  outstanding  product. 

Oakwood  University  celebrated  the  renovation  of  its  cafeteria  in  Blake  Center  with  a  grand  reopening 
and  ribbon-cutting  ceremony  on  August  17,  2009.
